CALLAS  .  .  .  Their  Culture 

From  Bulletin  of  the  Illinois  State  Florists'  Association,  Urbana,  Illinois,  Prof.  H.  B.  Dorner,  Editor. 

"CALLAS  —  As  a  result  of  our  experiences  the  past  few  seasons,  we  have  decided  to  put  all 
of  our  Callas  in  pots.  When  the  plants  are  in  pots  any  which  show  signs  of  disease  can  be 
discarded  before  the  disease  has  a  chance  to  spread  the  way  it  does  in  the  bench.  Last  year 
we  disinfected  part  of  the  bulbs  with  corrosive  sublimate,  part  with  formaldehyde,  while  some 
were  left  untreated.  Toward  spring  soft  rot  started  in  the  untreated  end  of  the  bench  and 
spread  through  the  other  sections.  This  may  occur,  as  this  spring  to  some  extent,  even  where 
all  of  the  bulbs  are  treated.  This  is  not  an  argument  against  treating  Calla  bulbs,  which  is  well 
worth  while,  but  on  the  other  hand  there  may  be  rotted  spots  in  some  bulbs  which  are  not 
reached  by  disinfectant.  Clean  the  bulbs  carefully,  treat  them,  and  then,  for  maximum  safety, 
plant  in  pots."

FREESIAS 

Some  bulbs  mature  early,  and  Freesias  are  among  them.  Batches 
of  these  bulbs  can  be  started  from  August  onward,  putting  the  last 
planting  in  during  early  December.  It  does  not  pay  to  start  the 
bulbs  as  soon  as  they  are  received.  They  require  a  certain  period 
of  rest,  and  many  failures  in  the  growing  of  Freesias,  as  well  as 
bulbous  Irises  and  Gladioli,  are  due  to  the  bulbs  not  having  the 
rest  needed. 

Many  years  ago  florists  grew  the  old  variety  "Refracta  Alba,''  cut- 
flowers  with  short  stems.  Then  came  "Purity,  Superflora,"  Golden 
Daffodil,  Elder's  Giant  White  and  many  others  in  quite  a  range  of 
colors.  White  still  remains  easily  the  best  seller  and  is  the  most 
useful  for  growers  to  handle  who  require  flowers  for  design  work, 
but  Golden  Daffodil  forces  into  flower  more  easily,  and  the  other 
colors — pink,  lavender,  blue  and  carmine — all  have  their  place.

FEEDING  LILIES 

Put  two  bushels  of  fresh  cow  manure  in  a  sack  with  a  peck  of  soot  (preferably  the  imported  Scotch  brand)  added,  and  immerse  in  fifty  gal¬ 
lons  of  water  in  a  barrel.  Allow  this  to  stand  a  day  before  using.  The  liquid  will  be  much  too  strong  to  use  undiluted.  At  first,  use  one  part 
liquid  manure  to  five  parts  water;  later,  as  the  manure  water  becomes  weaker,  the  concentration  can  be  doubled.  Varieties  like  Erabu,  Gigan- 
teum,  Candidum  and  Speciosum  will  stand  heavier  feeding  than  Auratum,  Hansonii,  Tenuifolium  and  Umbellatum.  It  will  be  necessary  to  give 
the  bag  of  manure  good  pokings  with  a  stick  from  time  to  time  properly  to  exude  the  juicy  liquid.  All  varieties  of  Lilies  which  are  being  pot  grown 
for  cut-flower  purposes  are  much  improved  by  waterings  with  liquid  manure  as  soon  as  the  pots  are  filled  with  roots.

CULTURAL  HINTS 

Bulbs  for  forcing  are  delivered  about  the  middle  of  September.  It  is  best  to  plant  them  at  once  in  pots  or  in  boxes,  or  if  this  should  be 
impossible,  spread  them  out  on  trays  in  a  cool  and  dry  place  to  prevent  rooting.  The  bulbs  can  be  planted  in  bulb  pans  or  in  flats,  the  same 
as  other  bulb  stock.  Irises  require  more  water  than  any  other  bulbs  and  the  soil  should  always  be  somewhat  damp;  however,  there  must  be 
sufficient  ventilation  in  the  greenhouse  during  the  period  of  forcing.

A  good  proportion  of  a  retail  grower's  Stocks  should  consist  of  this  class.  Though  shorter 
stemmed,  they  are  more  freely  produced  than  the  non-branching.  The  branching  kind  can  be 
planted  close  and  grown  single  stemmed.  Planted  this  way  they  won't  branch  except  about 
the  top  and  from  there  the  branches  should  be  removed.  However,  they  will  not  be  as  large 
flowered,  neither  will  the  flowers  be  so  closely  placed  on  the  stem  as  the  non-branching. 

A  good  suggestion  with  the  branching  kind  is  to  space  them  6x6  inches.  When  up  about 
8  inches,  top  back  about  one-third.  Another  good  plan  is  to  let  them  go  until  buds  are  far 
enough  along  to  distinguish  the  singles,  which  are  then  removed.  Under  favorable  conditions 
the  remaining  doubles,  that  should,  of  course,  be  topped,  will  nicely  fill  out  the  irregular 
empty  spaces  left,  leaving  a  100%  bed  of  doubles.  However,  single  Stocks  have  value  for 
any  retail  grower.
